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VBT board approves Visteon 
settlement at special meeting

After a 35-minute closed-door session on 
June 13 with attorney Rick Berg, the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees voted 
unanimously to approve a resolution to 
settle the year’s-long dispute between the 
township and Visteon Corporation. 

No details were available yet, but 
Resolution 2023-13 read: “To approve the 
Term Sheet settlement between Van Buren 
Township and Visteon and authorized 
legal counsel to negotiate the provisions 
of the final Settlement Agreement and 
the Supervisor to execute the Settlement 
Agreement.” 

The settlement came after court-ordered 
mediation. Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
said he and Trustee Bryon Kelley, an 
attorney, were part of the mediation team. 

“It’s been a long road and we'll keep on” 
moving forward, Supervisor McNamara 
said after the brief public meeting, referring 
to the work that still needs to be done by 
the attorney. 

He said details of the settlement will be 
announced as soon as possible. 

The township's Local Development 
Finance Authority (LDFA) was formed 
to finance and construct eligible public 
improvements for the Visteon Village 
project which was completed in 2004. In 
order to complete the public improvements, 
the LDFA established a development plan 
and tax increment financing plan which 
identified the improvements, estimated the 
costs of the improvements and estimated 
the amount of tax revenue the authority 
would capture based on the proposed 
improvements. 

In order to finance the construction 
of the public improvements, the LDFA 
issued bonds to cover the costs of the 
improvements and those bonds were 
guaranteed by the township's ability to 
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tax. Those public improvements have been 
completed. 

The primary focus of the LDFA now is 
the payment of the debt obligations as a 
result of those public improvements. 

Due to economic conditions the LDFA 
will not capture sufficient tax revenue to 
cover scheduled debt service and due to the 
shortfall, which occurred on Oct. 1, 2019, 
the LDFA was loaned $700,000 on Sept. 4, 
2019 by the township to assist with bond 
payment. 

In accordance with the loan agreement 
between the township and the LDFA, 
$900,000 was loaned to the LDFA in 
March, 2020. An additional $800,000 was 
loaned to the LDFA in September, 2020. 

As of Dec. 31, the township had loaned 
the LDFA $6,175,000 апа accrued 
$100,058.85 in interest. It will be more 
than $8 million in October. 


Railroad crossing 
closures are June 20 
to June 23 in VBT 


Norfolk Southern has provided Van Buren 
Township with an updated projection for 
its dual rail installation project. Norfolk 
Southern's estimate is that each crossing 
will be closed for 36-48 hours. 

The railroad will be replacing railroad 
ties and rails and paving/repairing all 
crossings, including the incomplete paving 
on the previously worked-on crossings. 

Norfolk Southern said it anticipates the 
following rail crossing closures: 

* Hannan Road: Tuesday, June 20 to 
Thursday, June 22; 

* Haggerty Road: Wednesday, June 21 to 
Friday, June 23;

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Enrica Hensley starts 44th year as merchant on Main Street

“I loved the windows,” Enrica Hensley 
said of the front of Moss Brothers men’s 
shop in the red brick building at 436 Main 
St. in downtown Belleville. 

“I told them I wanted to buy the building 
and they asked if I had any money," she 
recalls. She said she always takes things 
literally and she told them she had $75 
cash in her pocket and pulled it out to show 
them. 

They laughed and asked if she could get a 
mortgage and she said she could. 

She bought the building on March 25, 
1980 and now she is in her 44" year of 
operating Enrica's Golden Needle. She 
paid off the mortgage in seven years. 

She said she believes that makes her the 
oldest operating business on Main Street. 

Enrica was born in Cannobio, Italy, 
which has the largest lake in northern Italy 
and is a tourist attraction. She went to a 
boarding school with 35 nuns, where she 
took tailoring classes, and then on to high 
school in Germany, about 1950. 

After graduation, she and her girlfriend 
went to a U.S. Army night club, which she 
described as very clean, “morally.” They 
had dinner there and she met GI Herman 
“Sam” Hensley. A few weeks later they 
were married. 

On July 4, 1964, the couple went to Fort 
Knox and after three years they moved 
to Belleville, where Sam had family, and 


she’s been there ever since. 

She started sewing in her house for doctors 
and lawyers and others. Then she decided 
to open her own shop. She said she has 
had a great amount of business, everything 
from sewing on buttons to tailoring suits 
to a smaller size. But, she has had trouble 
getting help. 

She said Sam worked at the shop for 15 
years, but then she fired him and now he is 
a “house-husband.” 

She and Sam have a daughter Angela, 
two grandsons and two great-grandsons. 
Enrica said she was good friends with 
the late Midge Artley who knew the history 
of everything in town. Midge described 
the blue house next to Midge’s house on 
W. Columbia Avenue, telling Enrica about 
each room and encouraging her to buy 
it. It looked like a charming cottage, she 
said, and so Enrica bought it. Her grandson 
Michael now lives there with his family. 
Enrica is a member of St. Anthony 
Catholic Church and active in church 
activities. She and Sam live next to the 
church and across the street from her 
grandson and the great-grandchildren, who 
wave to her across the street. 

Enrica turned 80 years of age on June 17. 
She said she loves to travel. She travels to 
Italy every year for about a month. She said 
she just got back from a visit to Portugal. 
Not being dissuaded by COVID, she spent 
10 days in Paris during the pandemic. 

In 2010 her visit to Italy was canceled

when she was scheduled to testify at 
34% District Court after three customers 
assaulted her and the one who punched 
her in the face was charged. She testified 
she had a black eye, broken glasses, and 
bruised arms. 

She said she was held down by a bride 
and the mother of the groom and punched 
in the face by a bridesmaid after a dispute 
over a $45 bill for work on a bridal gown.

Enrica said the three were in the changing 
room whispering when they were told on 
the phone by the father of the bride to just 
grab the dress and run.

She said she did everything 
they asked for and even fixed a hook and 
ironed the crinoline. She got her $45 and a 
sentence for the one who punched her, but 
she had to pay for her glasses herself. 


VBT planning commission OKs BYC’s dock plans on 4-1 vote

The ongoing drama of the expanded 
Belleville Yacht Club docks was ended on 
June 14, as far as the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission goes. 

Now, the special approval to operate as 
a marina goes to the township board and 
then to the Michigan EGLE (Environment, 
Great Lakes and Energy), which has 
authority over the lake, and the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission, because 
of the dam on the lake. 

The planning commission also approved 
the BYC site plan, which will be reviewed 
by the EGLE and FERC as well. The BYC 
must have approval from both bodies 
before restarting construction to replace 
two floating docks. 

One of the dock arms is already in place 
at 85.3' and a stop-work order had been 
issued by the township on the construction 
of the second arm because it did not have 
a permit. The court sent it back to the 
township and the men's club to work out 
a settlement. 

The BYC is located at 831 E. Huron 


River Dr. and was formerly the Moose 
Lodge before the Moose moved to Sumpter 
Township's PNA Hall and eventually 
disbanded. 

During the public comment period on 
June 14, seven people spoke both for and 
against the BYC plans. 

Commissioner Bernie Grant cast the only 
no vote on both issues because he wanted 
more evidence that the dock would not 
be a safety issue. Also, as an architect, he 
said architects always give information on 
what's next door to a proposed project and 
the BYC did not note where the residential 
neighbor's dock and boathouse were 
located so it was hard to determine if the 
docks would interfere with the neighbor's 
use of the lake. 

Voting yes on the two motions were 
Commission Chairman Brian Cullin, 
Township Treasurer Sharry Budd (who sits 
on the commission), and Commissioners 
Jeff Jahr and Jackson Pahle. Commissioner 
Medina Atchinson, whose husband is a 
member of the BYC, was absent from the 
meeting. She had announced at a previous 
meeting that she had intended to vote on 


the BYC issue, but she never cast a vote. 
The BYC first submitted a plan for the 
docks in late December and the first review 
by the planning commission was on Jan. 
10. At that time, the docks were slated to be 
120’ long with two arms out into the lake. 

On Jan. 11 there was a public hearing 
before the commission and the proposed 
docks were longer than the 40’ allowed 
by ordinance, so the BYC took it to the 
Board of Zoning Appeals for an exception. 
The BZA postponed its Jan. 10 vote and 
didn’t meet in February. It was on the 
BZA agenda in March and May. The BYC 
revised its plan reducing the dock length to 
just over double the 40’ allowed. On May 
9, the BZA granted the 85.3’ length in two 
arms on a 4-3 vote. 

Then on June 14, the commission 
approved the marina designation and sent 
the issue on to the township board on a 4-1 
vote. The preliminary and final site plans 
were approved, also 4-1. 

In other business at the three-hour- 
and-35-minute meeting on June 14, the 
commission: 

* Held a public hearing and then 


approved special land use and preliminary 
and final site plan for Donyeal Sizemore's 
group daycare facility with 12 children 
at 42127 Salem Ct. The special land use 
will go before the township board for 
consideration. Sizemore currently runs a 
daycare with six children. She has a degree 
in early childhood development and social 
work. “I’m grateful to be one of the day 
cares that Gov. Whitmer invested in" 
and she said the governor's office asked 
her to consider expanding because of the 
desperate need in the state for quality 
daycare. Sizemore presented letters 
from her neighbors in support and seven 
neighbors spoke at the public hearing in 
her favor and more later in the meeting. 
Her husband Rodney, an officer in the 
Detroit Police Department, said there is a 
vital need for childcare in Michigan; 

* Held a public hearing with no public 
comment offered on a rezoning request by 
Cameron Smyth for 16355 Haggerty Rd., 
to change it from R-1B (Single Family 
Residential District) to AG (Agriculture

They set up a sample boat on display in 
BYC leader Scott Jones' shopping center 
near the Belleville Bridge to keep the races 
in everyone's mind. 

The city council killed the Strawberry 
Festival a few years back, mainly because 
people were being paid to put it on, and 
instead backed the Lakefest which is mainly 
run by volunteers and to earn money for 
non-profit groups. Some council members 
have ties to the BYC and the council has 
given the festival and the BYC everything 
they've asked for, including closing the 
cemetery for most of two days. 

Lakefest is aimed at a different crowd 
and activities start with a pub crawl where 
you can walk around and drink over most 
of downtown. The homey beer tent at St. 
Anthony's used to be the place to hang 
out at Strawberry Fest. This small town is 
changing fast. Enjoy the slicker Lakefest.

EXTRA THINGS | KNOW 


We got a call last Thursday from a reader 
who said she was surprised that there were 
no obituaries published in our paper last 
week. That was unusual, but it happens 
from time to time. 

During the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission meeting on June 14, people 
got up to comment — pro and con -- on the 
BYC dock-length issue that was before the 
commission. The public hearing had been 
held months earlier, but the commission 
allowed people to offer their thoughts before 
the commission voted on the issue June 14. 

Kathleen Johnson of Bayshore Drive told 
them she opposed the extension of the dock 
85.3' out into the lake and she would like 
to see a study by the Van Buren Township 
Police who patrol the lake. No comments 
from the police were offered during any of 
the many proceedings held on the dock. 

She said she is not allowed to be a 
member of the BYC men's club because 
she is a female. She said there are 400-plus 
members. “I’m not in favor of it at all,” she 
said of the dock extension. 

After more discussion, the commission 
approved the dock as a “marina” designation 
and approved the site plan, both on 4-1 
votes. The Board of Zoning Appeals already 
had approved the 85.3' dock extension on 
а 4-3 vote. This is more than twice the 40’ 
maximum dock length set by ordinance. 

The whole issue of the dock came before 
township officials after the BYC was caught 
lengthening the dock without a permit and a 
stop-work order was put in place. Now the 
longer docks go to the state's EGLE and the 
federal FERC for consideration.

My grandfather, an immigrant from 
Lithuania, had brought that rooster to our 
Haggerty Road farm on his lap in the car 
that carried him all the way from Braddock, 
PA.It was his pet and he killed it after it hurt 
me. I still feel sad about my grandfather's 
pet rooster.

Removal of paper mill 
sends silt your way 


To the citizens of Belleville and Van Buren 
Township: 

The City of Ypsilanti is looking into 
removing the Peninsular paper mill dam. 
You may not be aware that Kalamazoo did 
the same thing and the clean-up cost was 
somewhere between $50 million to $300 
million in cleanup. 

Besides all the dyes behind the dam, 
there are about 150,000 cubic yards of silt 
which will be coming your way if the dam 
is taken out.

After a preliminary exam before 34" 
District Court Judge Lisa Martin on June 
9, John Green-Johnson, 32, of Detroit 
was bound over for an arraignment on the 
information at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice on June 16. 

He has been charged with homicide / 
open murder and one count of weapons/ 
felony firearm on May 9, 2021 in Van 
Buren Township. He is being held without 
bond in the Wayne County Jail. 

He was also charged with domestic 
violence/aggravated assault оп Feb. 
8, 2020 in Romulus. That charge was 
dismissed by the party on June 9 and the 
Personal Protection Order was canceled. 

He was extradited from a federal prison 
in West Virginia to face the Van Buren 
Township murder warrant. 

On Sunday, May 9, 2021 at about 4 p.m., 
the Van Buren Township Police Department 
began receiving information regarding a 
potential homicide that occurred within the 
township.

Court Watching: 
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Sumpter hit-and-run driver with 
2 fatalities due in court June 28 


David Armando Palacios-Sanchez, 44, 
of Detroit, was present before 34^ District 
Court Judge Lisa Martin by zoom from 
the Wayne County Jail on June 14 for his 
probable cause conference on five charges 
concerning the deaths of two women 
in a hit and run on May 28 in Sumpter 
Township. A Spanish interpreter was on 
hand to translate the proceedings for the 
defendant. 

Defense attorney Raed Walid Mourad 
said he just got the discovery that morning 
and one more piece is coming. He asked 
for the case to be adjourned for two weeks. 

They will be back for the probable cause 
conference on June 28, but it will be with 
Chief Judge Brian Oakley who requires 
the cases to be live in his courtroom. Judge 
Martin said she was told the county won't 
transport a defendant for just a probable 
cause conference, so it will likely be by 
zoom. 

The defendant is being held on $500,000 
cash bond and his attorney asked for a 
reduction to $100,000 cash/surety and a 
GPS tether. Mourad said the defendant 
has lived in Michigan for 15 years, been 
married to his wife for 23 years and has 
four children: a set of 3-year-old twins,

a 14-year-old and one who is 19. He has 
worked in the construction business for 
the last 23 years, 20 years in one place 
and for the last three years for Brinker 
Construction in downtown Detroit.
